If furloughs and pardons were new tnings and had never 


<-been tried in dealing with those who violate the law, we 
f niight, with some degree of resentment, question the wisdom 
• and propriety of turning loose upon the world men and wom- 
', en who have run counter to the law and our conception of 
'^vyhat punishment is and how much'should be meted out to 
»the offender. But furloughs and pardons are as old as the 
' law. They are the basic principle of law. They are divine 


in origin, and we presume will serve their purpose as long 
, as time lasts. 


We are not acquainted with the facts that brought about 


the prosecution and conviction of the recipient of the fur- 
lough issued by Acting Governor Wilson. What we are trying 
,to do is take the sting out of the bitter criticism our 
1 neighbor injected into what we are led to believe was honest 
intentions benevolently bestowed upon an erring citizen who 
.sought and obtained a furlough. 


We do not believe, as our contemporary insinuates, that 


there was a price fixed between Governor Parnell and Acting

WHEN Lieut. Governor Lawrence E. Wilson of Camden 


was called to the executive office Monday and Tuesday 


during the absence from the state of Governor Parnell The 
Courier-Democrat editorially commended him for his an- 
nounced intention to look after routine matters only and "not 
m any manner disturb the program of the governor."
